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Huntington's Chorea, tardive dyskinesia, hyperkinesia, dyslexia, schizophrenia, multi-infarct 
dementia, age related cognitive decline, epilepsy, petit mal absence epilepsy, senile dementia of 
the Alzheimer's type (AD), Parkinson's disease (PD), attention deficit hyperactivity disorder 
(ADHD) and Tourette's Syndrome in a mammal, comprising administering to a mammal in need 
of such treatment a pharmaceutical composition according to claim 1 that is effective in treating 
such disorder or condition.
